DUTCH SCIENTIST REPORTED 
KILLED IN VOLCANO IN JAVA 


Troops Find No Trace of Prof. Werner 
Borchardt, Who Left to Explore Crater 
90 Javanese Dead. 


By the Associated Press. 2 
BATAVIA, Java, Dec. 20.—Prof. 
Werner Borchardt, connected with 
the Hamburg Tropica! Institute, is 
thought to have lost his life in the 
eruption of the Javan volcano, 
Merapi, yesterday. Ten days 
ago he and two Javanese assist- 
ants, against advice of local au- 
thorities, started for the volcano. 
He intended to lower himself into 


the crater for observations. One of 
his assistants fled early in the ex- 


pedition, but the other remained 


until the eruption. 5 

The man said he saw Borchardt 
disappear over a cliff. 

Troops sent to search for Borch- 
ardt returned without finding any 
trace of him. Borchardt was about 
30 years old, and had been lent 
by the Hamburg Institute to the 
Medan (Sumatra) Institute for a 
year to do research work on the 
influence of temperature on the 
blood. 

Ninety natives are thought to 


have been killed in the eruption of 
Merapi, which continues active. The 
volcano presents a terrifying scene, 
with huge columns of smoke issu- 
ing from the crater, and occasional 
darts of flame from crevices on its 
sides. Severe thunderstorms are 
continuing over a wide area. 

A rain of mud has fallen on the 
villages, some of which are cov- 
ered with a slimy coating of vol- 
canic ash. There is a pall of dark- 
ness over everything. 

Communications have been inter- 
net and many places are iso- 
ated.

Mulconry to his gangster friends 
made his last stand yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He went down fighting in 
a pistol and machine-gun affray at 
Weber road and the Missouri Pa- 
cific fracks, on the southwestern 
border of the city. 

While Mulconry was exchanging 
shots with three other gangsters at 
short range, his companion, a man 
with only one arm, deserted him. 

So it is that police are looking 
for James Cox, better known as 
“Wingy,” a one-armed . Cuckoo 
gangster, who has figured as a 
principal in at least one recent 
gang shooting. 

Goebel. Barth Murder Reprisal. 

Speculating on the motive for the 
shooting of Mulconry, police re- 
called that Cox was one of the 
many gang enemies of Lester Barth 
and Dewey Goebel, who were ma- 
chine-gunned to death on Nov. 22. 

The Mulconry shooting was de- 
scribed as a probable reprisal for 
the Barth-Goebel murders. 

Cox, it was recalled, was him- 
self wounded by a machine gun- 
ner two weeks before Barth and 
Goebel were killed. Later the 


Cox shooting were identified by 
fireapms experts a3 having. bes 
cated Cox was an enemy of Barth 
and Goebel. 

Mulconry, 32 years old, has been 


known to police since 1916, when 


he was arrested as a juvenile de- 


linguent. He had been arrested 


cities as @ murderer and holdup 
man. Muillcénry also was an as- 
sociate of members of the Egan 
gang, most of whom are now in 
Federal penitentiaries for mail rob- 
bery. 

More recently he had been an 
associate of Shelton gangsters on 
the Bast Side. As was the case 
with Barth and Goebel, his many 
changes in gang affiliations had 
made him unpopular with gang- 
sters more regular in their affilia- 
tions. 

Witnesses Describe the Fight. 

Gangsters in three automobiles 
figured in the shooting yesterday 
afternoon. A crew of city Water 
Department workmen watched the 
fight from the shelter of a me- 
chanical ditch digger just across 
the road from where Mulconry fell. 

„We were laying some pipe at 
the Missouri Pacific tracks when 
I head shots west of us on Weber 
road,” Cilff Godsey, 4220 Norfolk 
avenue, foreman of the crew, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I looked 
up and saw a Chrysler coming 
toward us, east on Weber road, 
with.a Ford touring car right be- 
hinds. 

“Apparently the driver of the 
Chrysler was so busy looking be- 
hind him that he didn’t see the 
ditch-digger. blocking half the 
road, until the last minute. Then 
he slammed on his brakes, swung 
around in the road right in front 
of us and smashed into a telephone 


pole. ) 

“The Ford pulled up just across 
the street. There were three men 
in it. The driver of the Chrysier 
jumped out—it was Mulconry-— 
and began firing at the men in the 
Ford. The fellows in the Ford 
jumped out and began firing back. 

“On the other side of the Chrys- 
ler a man with ohly one arm got 
out. I noticed that his left arm 
had been amputated at the elbow. 
He ran toward the River Des Peres 
ditch, a short distance away, pull- 
ing at his coat as he ran.

gency construction bill. 

The Senate first voted te strike 
out its amendment permitting cer- 
tain special funds to be used in 
Georgia and Alabama, then receded 
with equal promptitude from the 
Cousens amendment stipulating 
that contractors on‘the emergency 
projects must employ loeal labor 
at the highest wage scales paid in 
the vicinity.

After accepting the House posi- 
tion on the matters in dispute, the 
Senate approved the conference re- 
port on the bill, and it was ready 
for the signature of the President.

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Dec. 
20.—Forty-five persons, including 
17 passengers of ths Finnish liner 
Oberon, are thought to have per- 
ished in the Cattegat off Laso 
Island last night when the Oberon 
collided with the Finnish steamer 
Arcturus in a heavy fog. The Cat- 
tegat is an arm of the North Sea 
between Sweden and Denmark. 

Today the steamer Svenskund. 
which brought Andree’s remains 
out of the Arctic, broke through 
the fog seeking additional surviv- 
ors. The Arcturus, with a hole in 
its bow, proceeded to port. 

The famous British cricketer, J. 
W. H. T. Douglas, and his father, 
are thought to have been among 
those who lost their lives. There 
was a report that Eris Hjelt, com- 
mander of the Oberon, had been 
saved by his brother, Ossi Hjelt, 
the skipper of the Arcturus.

The Arcturus 
had a bad hole in her hull and is 
proceeding to port. 

The captain of the Arcturus sent 
a radio message that he had 36 
people from the Oberon safely 
aboard, but he requested that 4 
doctor and medical supplies be sent 
out to meet him, as many were s:- 
riously injured. 

The fog remained so thick about 
the scene of the collision this 
morning that those aboard rescue 
ships were unable to see far 
enough ahead to locate lifeboats or 
survivors who might possibly be 
floating around. 

Five Danish seaplanes were ready 
for a flight to Laso Island to aid 
in searching for survivors as soon 
as the fog lifted. 

Four English passengers aboard 
the Oberon, three of them women, 
were saved, but the list of the res- 
cued did not include J. W. H. T. 
Douglas, the famous British crick- 
eter, nor that of his father, J. H. 
Douglas, both of 
aboard. 

Refugees Tell of Wreck. 

Four members of the crew of 
the Oberon arrived here today on 
the rescue ship Hengist. 

The ships came together in a 
heavy fog with a terrific crash, 
they said. The stokers headed for 
the ladders on the run. When 
these four men reached the topside 
the Oberon was already down by 
the stern and the quarter deck was 
awash. 

In the confusion on deck men 
were jumping overboard. The four 
sailors, without even kicking off 
their shoes, slipped into the water 
astern and found it so cold they 
were almost paralyzed. 

In the dark they banged into 
a boat which apparently had brok- 
en loose. In they climbed, un- 
lashed the one oar in the boat and 
sculled away as quickly as they 

could. From time to time they 
saw people in the water, some of 
them without life belts, but they 


quickly lost these indistinct figures 


in the fog. 
Bollers Blow Up. 

The Oberon was sinking fast and 
as the water closed over it the 
boilers blew up. There was strong 
suction as the ship went down.

der Judge’s Instructions 
Given After Close of Ar-

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 20.— 
The case of Maj. Charles A. Shep- 
ard, charged with the poison mur- 
der ot his wife, was given to the 
jury in Federal Court at 2:58 p. m. 
today. 

Instructions to the jury lasted 48 
minutes. Judge Richard J. Hop- 
kins told the jury the verdicts pos- 
sible were guilty of first-degree 
murder without recommendation 
which means death, guilty of first 
degree murder “without capital 
punishment” and not guilty.” 

Making of the final defense plea 
for Maj. Shepard, Harry 8, Class, 
Denver attorney, today termed the 
case the Government presented 
against the army medical officer a 
“fantastic fairy tale.” 

Class appealed to the “common 
sense” of the Kansas jufy and held 
up to ridicule much of the Govern- 
ment testimony which seeks to 
prove Shepard killed his wife so he 
might marry Miss Grace Brandon, 
24-year-old San Antonio, Tex., ste- 
nographer. 

As his colleague, C. L. Kagey, did 
yesterday in the first part of the 
final defense plea; Class derided 
the testimony of Miss Clara Brown, 
Topeka, nurse, who said Mrs. 
Shepard told her she was poisoned 
by the defendant. 

Class asserted that in treating 
Mrs. Shepard “all that Maj. Shep- 
ard could have done was done” 
and recalled that specialists who 
testified for the Government had 
disagreed as to the nature of her 
iliness. 

“Gentlemen,” Class addressed 
the jury, “I would never guess a 
man into the penitentiary. When 
doctors disagree as they have there 
certainly must. be a reasonable 
doubt.“ ö 

Class said the calling of the 
nurse as a rebuttal witness was 
done by District Attorney Brewster, 
‘when he found his case slipping.” 
The defense attorney argued it was 
natural that Mrs. Shepard had ex- 
pressed a wish to die as defense 
witnesses testified, because of her 
alcoholic condition “which made 
life unbearable for her.” 

He briefly sketched the court- 
ship of Miss Brandon by Shepard, 
and said it was “a natural affair.” 

Attorneys planned to complete 
argument in time to send the case 
Three 
verdicts are possible, acquittal; 
guilty with no recommendation 
making the death sentence manda- 
tory, and guilty without capital 
punishment. 

Contrasting pictures of the 59- 
year-old army officer were drawn 
as counsel began arguments yes- 
terday in the case, which has con- 
sumed threé weeks. 

L. E. Wyman, Assistant District 
Attorney, painted Maj. Shepard as 
a poisoner who coolly took his 
wife’s life to be free to marry Miss 
Grace Brandon, 24-yéar-old ste- 
nographer of San Antonio, Tex. 

“Trapped by Flapper.” 

. Kagey, Beloit, Kan., former 
United States Minister to Finland, 
told the jury that the defendant 
was a victim of a chain of circum- 
stanttal evidence cleverly | contrived 
by Government agents. ‘@ He said 
the Major had been “trapped” by 
Miss Brandon, whom he character- 
ized as an “army post flapper.” 

The Government reviewed a mass 
of testimony which it had intro- 
duced in an attempt to show Maj. 
Shepard fell in love with Miss 
Brandon before the death of his 
wife and that her death was due 
to poisoning. » 

The defense countered with the 
assertion that no one knew what 
was the matter with Mrs. Shepard 
and that the Government had 
failed to establish the crime which 
it alleged. 

Kagey characterized Shepard's 
love letters to Miss Brandon as 
“pure and clean.” Certainly,“ he 
said, “the Government did not 
prove anything criminal in those 
love letters. 

He also asserted that Shepard 
could have obtained a divorce from 
Mrs. Shepard from any court in 
the land on the evidence brought 
out in the trial as to her over-in- 
dulgence in liquor and use of nar- 
coties. 

Frosecution Charges Poisoning. . 

The Assistant District Attorney 
ridiculed Shepard’s contention that 
it was a natural and reasonable 
thing for him to send gifts to Miss 
Brandon before his wife died. 

“For 25 days,” Wyman assert- 
ed, “he tortured that woman (Mrs. 
Shepard). He tortured her with 
the white sword of mercury. He 
stood by her bed and watched her 
starve to death.” 

Wyman scoffed at the suggestion 
that Mrs. Shepard had committed 
suicide and stressed the fact that 
Maj. Shepard had objected to hold - 
ing an autopsy. Shepard explained 
on the stand this objection was due 
to a promise to his wife that he 
would not permit a knife to touch 
her body.

FINLAND COMPLETING ROADS 
NORTH OF ARCTIC CIRCLE 


Preparing for Auto Travel to Har- 
bor Free From Ice the Year 
Around’ . 
By the Associated Press. 

PETSAMO FJORD, Finland, 
Dec. 20.—Tourists may soon come 
here by automobile—almost 350 
miles north of the northernmost tip 
of Iceland. When a 150-mile road 
is completed from here to Kyra, 
reonnecting there with a network of 
highways, Finland will be the first 
civilized country to extend roads 
continuously to the Arctic. 

The road leads to a harbor 
which is free of ice at all times, 
giving Finland a gateway for ship- 
ping. Starting well above the Arc- 
tic circle, the highway traverses 
uncultivated tracts of Lapland, 
spanning terrain that varies from 
steep hills to flat marshes. 

The work was begun in 1916, 
when Rudsia controlled the prov- 
ince of Uleaborg, which the road 
spans, to obtain a free waterway 
passage and avoid the German 
blockade of the Baltic.
